PROVIDING FODDER for ani¬ 
mals is the backbone of human 
survival, agreed delegates at this 
Monday's Pan Arab Conference, 
the second in a series of semi¬ 
nars that have so far addressed 
topics such as food security and 
promoting Pan Arab ventures. 

Under the patronage of his 
Royal Highness Prince Faisal 
and organized by the Jordan 
Cooperative Organisation (JCO) 
and Arab Federation for Food 
Industries (AFFI), the seminar 
concentrated mi Issues relating 
to the technology of fodder pro¬ 
cessing and how it can be ex¬ 
ploited to boost the region's live¬ 


stock wealth. 

Participants at the seminar in¬ 
cluded representatives from the 
Arab worm as well as deputies 
from Europe, Canada and the 
United States. 

According to Mr Faiah Jaber, 
the secretary general of the 
AFFI, this seminar was orga¬ 
nized with the purpose of dis¬ 
cussing various aspects of fodder 
processing technology, such as 
ns future developments, and to 
evaluate the significance of what 
has been achieved so far in this 
field. 

In the same vein as in the food 
security talks, Mr Jaber also 
stressed the importance of joint 
Arab efforts, and said that he ex¬ 
pected to see Pan Arab projects 


taking place in the not too dis¬ 
tant future. 

In the opening session of the 
four day conference 
the speakers emphasized the im¬ 
portance of discussing new sub¬ 
jects relating to the animal feed 
industry, and assessing their suit¬ 
ability within the environment 
of the Arab world. 

With regards to boosting the 
region's livestock, the feeding of 
animals plays a basic yet funda¬ 
mental role concerning their 
rearing. Animal feeding com¬ 
prises up to 60 or 70 percent of 
the total cost of keeping animals 
in Jordan. Thus any plan to in¬ 
crease animal produenvity local¬ 
ly depends on how the fodder in¬ 
dustry is developed. The 


industry needs to be able to pro¬ 
duce better feed with a higher 
nutritional content for all ani¬ 
mals, which will in turn lead to a 
higher quality of food for con¬ 
sumption by humans. 

Jordan suffers from an acute 
water shortage and has a limited 
amount of agricultural land. Fur¬ 
thermore, there are limitations to 
the areas used for growing feed 
due to a low proportion of natu¬ 
ral pastures. 

When examining the dry con¬ 
ditions in the Kingdom, which 
from time to time have led to an 
erratic production of animal 
feed, there has been no other al¬ 
ternative than to resort to impor¬ 
tation so as to cover the local 
fodder requirements. The impor- 
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tadon of such products Ii erf- 
mated to reach a total sum o(JD 
82 million annually. The raw* 
ment is thus making efforts o 
both keep imports to a minim® 
and to provide them to the ta- 
er at as low a cost as possbk, 

Delegates commented at tie 
seminar that although the Arab 
world has a high number of arf 
mats per capita, the amount of 
animal protein consumed pa 
person is only 12 grammes, cos- 
pared to in developed countries 
where the average is more dm 
58 grammes per person (the 
world average is 35 grammes pa 
person). So, although there ex¬ 
ists an enormous amount of p 
tential for raising livestock in Ik 
region, a person in the Middle 
East consumes less than Ik 
world average. 

The obstacles facing Jocdaa 
concerning the animal feed in¬ 
dustry are;

The report also pointed 
out that although some defen¬ 
dants did not show marks of in¬ 
juries, "this does not exclude the 
possibility that injuries may have 
occurred." 

The court reportedly found 
such medical evidence insuffi¬ 
cient to substantiate the allega¬ 
tions of torture.

ISRAEL AND the United States were heading on a collision course 
this week as the Israeli government ignored Washington's "take it or 
leave it" invitation to resume Middle East peace talks in the US capi¬ 
tal on 2 December. 

So far, Jordan and Lebanon gave formal acceptance to the invita¬ 
tion while Syria and the Palestinians made positive answers but hand¬ 
ed Washington a number of questions. Israel was expected to agree to 
the Washington venue, but not to the date. Israeli Radio said the inner 
Israeli cabinet, which met on Wednesday, will propose delaying the 
meetings until 9 December. 

On Monday State Department spokeswoman Margaret Tutwiler 
made it clear that Washington was not in lhe mood to accept any con¬ 
ditions. She said there was no intention to answer any clarifications 
or conditions made by any of lhe parties. 

Israeli officials were not hiding their frustration over the way the 
United States had handled the invitation issue. Israeli Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir knew about the American invitation last week only 
hours before he was scheduled to meet with President George Bush. 
Shamir had insisted that the talks be held in the Middle East. 

They said Shamir may retaliate by accepting to go to Washington 
but not to talk about issues of substance, but about holding the bilai- 
erals in Jerusalem, Amman, Damascus and Beirut. 

Meanwhile, the Palestinians were still hoping that Washington will 
issue visas to an advisory team that was to. accompany the Palestinian 
delegation to the US capital. But American sources said that US im¬ 
migration laws prohibit die entry of PLO-afFi liated figures into the 
United Stales. Syria, on the other hand, was demanding that Israel 
declare its readiness to negotiate the status of the occupied Golan 
Heights. 

US invitations included "suggestions" on substantive issue in the 
coming round of negotiations particularly on autonomy arrangements 
between the Palestinians and Israel, issues of common interests be¬ 
tween Jordan and Israel, the signing of a peace treaty between Syria 
and Israel if the latter withdrew from the Golan, and a partial Israeli 
withdrawal from South Lebanon. ■

Despite his age — he was 69 
last week — Boutros-Ghali, 
Egypt's deputy premier for for¬ 
eign affairs, has been an indefati¬ 
gable spokesman for Egyptian 
policy at home and abroad. 

At home he has beat viewed 
as the architect of Egypt's Afri¬ 
can and non-aligned policies but 
abroad he has been identified 
more with his country's peace 
treaty with Israel. He accompa¬ 
nied President Anwar Sadat to 
Jerusalem in November 1977 
and helped to negotiate the 
Camp David agreements that led 
to the 1979 peace treaty with Is¬ 
rael. He is unrivalled in Egypt 
for his experience of foreign af¬ 
fairs, and embodies more than 
any other figure Egypt's often 
difficult relationship with Israel.

continent, including South Afri¬ 
ca, where for two years he Cook 
part in secret negotiations for the 
release of Nelson Mandela.

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$10 million cement 
project gets underway

JORDAN'S CEMENT exporting facilities will receive a major 
boost with the new project now underway at Aqaba port. Work 
has begun on the construction of a sophisticated $9-10 million ce¬ 
ment handling facility which will handle three million tonnes of 
cement over the next three years. The project is being carried out 
as a joint venture by Amman Resources and Kawasni Trading 1 
and Transportation, who have already signed a contract to pur¬ 
chase the cement from the Jordan Cement Factories Company 
(JCFC) plant at Rashadfiyeh in southern Jordan. 

The facility will Include two large storage domes, bagging facili¬ 
ties and a closed conveyor belt system to carry the cement to a 
modified berth. Dome Technology and Cambeit International 
Corporation, both of the US, already have an approximately $4 
million contract for the supply and installation of the storage 
domes, conveyor 
belts, filters and oth¬ 
er equipment. Dis¬ 
cussions are under¬ 
way with a number 
of European suppli¬ 
ers for bagging and 
other equipment. 

The local M.A.B. 

Engineering and 
Contracting has a 
contract Tor con¬ 
struction work on the Loading facility at Aqaba 
terminal while the 

Soviet Ministry of Foreign Economy has contracted to provide 
150 silo trucks to transport the cement from Rashadlyeh to Aqa¬ 
ba. The Soviet trucks are equipped with special suction equip¬ 
ment to eliminate dust problems and all the equipment at the 
handling plant at Aqaba Is also designed to be 100 per cent dust 
free. Work on the terminal, which will become the property of 
JCFC at the end of three years, is expected to be completed with¬ 
in four months. 

The cement will be exported mainly to Far East markets but 
some will go to Yemen and Sudan. JCFC cement sales, domesti¬ 
cally and abroad, have remained steady throughout 1990 and 
1991 despite the Gulf crisis. Local sales were around 1.5 million 
tonnes in 1990 and the same figure is expected for 1991 and 1992. 
Exports of cement and clinker in 1990 were 15 million tonnes 
and dropped only slightly, to around 1.3 million, in 1991 due to 
the crisis. The company Is hoping that its 1990 profit figure of JD 
3 million will be maintained in 1991 despite a rise in energy pric-

Since 1976, Oman's economic 
and social development has been 
steered by c series of five-year 
plans. Tlic most remarkable 
thing about the development pro¬ 
cess has been that erroneous in¬ 
vestment has been avoided. In 
Oman iL is rare to find such lav¬ 
ish buildings as those seen in 
other oil-producing countries, 
for revenues have been used to 
the benefit of the people. 

Tire fall in oil prices in rcccnl 
years has somewhat restrained 
Oman's development rate, but it 
has by no means come to a 
standstill. Oman has simply giv¬ 
en higher priority to certain al¬ 
ternative aspects and expects 
that nil prices will stabilize at 
some future stage. 

One cornerstone of Omani pol¬ 
icy has been to diversify its 
economy, that is to say, to create 
toe bases for forms of income 
other than from oil. Endeavors 
towards diversification have nat¬ 
urally been intensified. The 
country is well-provided for In 
several aspects: Monsoon rains 
have allowed the agricultural 
sector to be developed extensive¬ 
ly, Oman's long coastline makes 
fishing a very viable proposition 
and tire country has many miner- 


on was to improve education. By 
1989, the number of schools ex¬ 
ceeded 720. More than 300,000 
girls and boys attend schools 
staffed by 7,000 teachers. Eve¬ 
ning schools have also been es¬ 
tablished in an attempt to eradi¬ 
cate illiteracy in rural areas. 
Oman's first university opened in 
1988. During the first few years 
it has concentrated on the more 
practical subjects such as engi¬ 
neering, medicine, agriculture 
and fisheries, simply because 
training in these topics is most 
called-for at present. Many other 
types of further education facili¬ 
ties have also been established, 
including agricultural colleges, 
teacher training and technical 
colleges. 

The health sector has also un¬ 
dergone significant develop¬ 
ment. There are now almost 50 
hospitals with some 3,000 beds, 
while the Ministry of Health 
runs almost 100 clinics. Oman 
also has more than 30 mobile 
medical units which can reach 
even toe most isolated areas. 

Financial aid is available to toe 
old, the infirm and those with 
low incomes. The government 
also offers support to those who 
wish to set up their own busi¬ 
nesses. Finally, comprehensive 
housing subsidies are available, 
including low cost building 
loans.

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Israel's torpedoes 

ISRAEL IS at it again. It is trying to torpedo the peace talks, which are 
due to resume in Washington on 2 December, by diverting attention 
from issues of substance. This time it is proposing to delay the conven¬ 
ing of the bilaterals until 9 December and is hoping to turn the Washing¬ 
ton meeting into a pointless debate about the venue of negotiations and 
other procedural matters. 

Since the convening of the Middle East Peace Conference in Madrid 
the Israelis have been trying to manufacture excuses in order to frustrate 
the parties and disengage them from the peace talks. Israel's motives are 
clear. It is hoping to find a pretext to absolve itself from having to cede 
Arab land in conformity with international law and Security Council res¬ 
olutions. This is, after dll, the end result of the peace parley and it is vital 
that the Arabs, the Americans and others who are involved in the peace 
process remember this. 

While the Israelis appear to be unconvincing in their arguments and 
conditions, Syria and tire Palestinians do have grounds for some reserva¬ 
tions. Both parties are keen to resume negotiations with the Israelis, 
meanwhile the sponsors of the negotiations must do their best to remind 
all parties of the objectives of the peace process. If the world seemed 
hopeful about the possibility of forging long-cherished peace between 
the Arabs and the Israelis, it must now transform this hope into a solid 
reality; We must not allow any of the parties to stifle the Madrid spirit 

Thus, Israel's attempts to derail or slow down the train of peace must 
be resisted at all costs. One country that can do that Is the United States 
So far, it has proved to be an honest broker and a fair mediator. But the 
United States must not limit its role to choosing venues and seating par¬ 
ticipants. It must keep the spirit it helped rekindle in Madrid aiive be¬ 
cause so much is at stake and so many hopes have been pinned on the 
success of the present momentum for peace. 

The Israelis will have to face the issues and must answer to them. They 
must come forward and be accounted for if they wish to use this rare op¬ 
portunity and make peace with the Arabs. They must be made to under- 
stondjhat they cannot have peace and keep the land. They cannot ignore 
Palestinians rights, nor can they justify their illegal acduisltion of Arah 
territories with false pretexts. 

, Vtojhe next round of talks should address, is the fundamental issues 
wWch have kept this part of the world in a state of constant war for near¬ 
ly five (tecades. If the Washington meetings are to turn into aimless argu- 
nfents about venues, fulfilling conditions and setting new ones, then the 
wholeprocesswould just fizzle away. Naturally Israel will emerge as the 
otily winner. The Arabs will not be the only losers; but the whole new or- 
der ,which msts on the Sanctity of international law, cooperation among 
nations, regicmal security and the ftilfllment of peoples' natural rights 
. We should expect more Israeli excuses in the near future. Thelsraeii

IT IS one of the ironies of the 20th centu¬ 
ry that information translates not into 
knowledge but confusion.

Instead wc arc hav¬ 
ing a second summer; sunny and dry days, cool and starry 
nights. Some people say its the delayed climatic protestations to 
the environmental ravages of the Gulf War. Others allege that 
the Heavens are angry at us because we are making peace with 
the Israelis and that God's retribution begins with drought and 
may include plagues, locusts and famines. 

But climatic changes are not limited to the East Mediterranean 
region. Typhoons have caused havoc in the south Pacific, floods 
have destroyed villages in France .and locusts have destroyed

Scientists are saying that our world is dying and that the envi¬ 
ronmental catastrophes that have plagued us recently are all indi¬ 
cations of an ailing planet. They say that it is only a matter of 
time before Earth succumbs to its tragic fate and crosses the 
point of no return. „ , ... . 

But the scientists have been unable to influence the politicians, 
who argue that since scientists are unable to agree among them¬ 
selves, little can be done to change the way man has been run¬ 
ning his business on Earth until today. 

Those who think our planet can withstand environmental ag¬ 
gressions like setting hundreds of oil wells on fire in Kuwait, 
discharge trillions of gallons of oil, sewage water and other 
refuse into seas, emitting tons of harmful gases into flu: atmos¬

Naturally I am concerned about the fate of our blue planet, l 
have the utmost-respect for nature and I believe in the delicate 
balance of our natural world. But I also know that man will nev¬ 
er learn the lessons of the past and that he will continue to be 
guided by greed and selfishness, destroying in the process the 
elements orhis own survival. . 

So I am sad that Jordan will not have a winter this year. I 
would have liked to walk in the rain, watch the snow fall in the 
evening, sit by the fire and read a book, listen to the howling of 
the wind as I tell my children a scary story, watch rainbows and 
the rale sun peering from the cottony skies onto the wet earth, 
watch farmers till and sow their fields, and much more. 

But then, nature has a way of fighting back. Sometimes I think 
I can hear the storms gathering and preparing to march..And I
